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Business community 
emphasizes Illinois 
Learning Standards

I have noticed an alarming 
trend in recent years when it 
comes to hiring people. Too 
many people apply who are not 
remotely qualified for the 
advertised position. Either 
they did not read the ad care- 
fully enough or they boldly 
ignored the list of qualifica- 
tions. 

The change is subtle, but 
important. I can still find and 
hire outstanding people, but 
the quality of the overall pool 
of applicants from which to 
select someone seems to be on 
the decline. For a while I 
thought only I felt this way. 
Not so 

Nine out of 10 Chicago-area 
chief executive officers said 
finding qualified employees is 
either a “very serious” or 
“somewhat serious” problem, 
according to a Chicago 
Tribune poll this year. And 
companies with corporate 
headquarters in Illinois such 
as State Farm, Baxter and 
Motorola, must interview as 
many as 20 candidates to fine 
just one who meets their 
employment standards, 
according to Glenn “Max” 
McGee, Illinois superintendent 
of education. 

McGee made that comment 
this month in his annual report 
on the state of education in 
Illinois. The speech received a 
lot of attention mostly because 
he revealed that many stu- 
dents are not meeting new 
state standards in math and 
reading. He emphasized a need 
to do better. 

To work toward improve- 
ment, he has strong support of 
the Illinois business communi- 
ty to keep emphasizing the 
Illinois Learning Standards. It 
cannot be underestimated how 
significant that is. 

The Illinois Business 
Education Coalition sees the 
new standards as essential, 
and its goal is for every Illinois 
student to meet or exceed 
those standards. The IBEC is 
uniting groups as never before 
to immerse itself in the educa- 
tion debate. A day before 
McGee's speech, the IBEC 
released its own report, “One 
Vision, One Voice,” a five-point 
program that calls for a long- 
term education improvement 
agenda in Illinois. The report 
calls for accountability from 
the schools and vows to help 
teachers and administrators 
do the best job possible. 

“High standards and high 
expectations will help our chil- 
dren succeed in the workplace 
and in life,” IBEC chairman 
Andrew McKenna said after 
McGee's speech. “We need to 
ensure that our children are 
able to have the economic 


capacity they need to live ful- 
filling lives.” 

There was a time that such 
a call for more accountability 
might be interpreted merely as 
a cheap shot at Illinois schools, | 
with considerable energy 
expended on complaining, 
blaming and finger pointing 

“The times are changing 
now,” said Richard Laine, 
director of education policy 
and initiatives for the Illinois 
Business Round-table in 
Chicago. Indeed, the tone from 
the business community is 

refreshing and different, with 
promises of collaboration with 
politicians and educators. 

“This is not a confrontation. 
We want accountability to 
meet the standards,” Laine 
said 

Laine said the results of the 
Illinois Standards Achievement 
Tests this year were disap- 
pointing but not unexpected. 

He said it will be easier to hold 
people accountable because 
this year's scores set the 
benchmarks. 

Laine believes that demand- 
ing high standards and wanti- 
ng all children to meet them is 
both a civic responsibility and 
good business. Raising the bar 

for students will make it easier | 
for them to move into the 
workforce, will make them 
better consumers, and will 
cause them to be more active- | 
ly engaged in their communi- 
ties as adults, Laine said. That 
is why the Roundtable, the 
IBEC and other business and 
civic groups are coalescing 
around the cause of better edu- 
cation. Laine's tone is not one 
of alarm or lament, but one of 
hope and challenge. 

The tone aligns with that of 
McGee, who said in his 
on the status of education in 
Illinois: “I do not apologize for 
the hard standards, I don't 
apologize for hard tests. It is 
OK, in fact, I believe it is 
healthy for children to face 
tough challenges. When stu- 
dents succeed at difficult 
tasks, learning flourished and | 
self-esteem soars.” 

So if they keep working 
together, pushing higher stan- 
dards, the day may come when 
the pool of qualified applicants 
for middle and upper level jobs 
in Illinois will be overflowing 
with homegrown talent once 
again.

Dry conditions could produce eaelier. bus driver hired 


early fall leaf colors this year 


But colors may not be as bright, say state officials |

cooler temperatures may

color earlier this fall or just 
turn brown and drop off, but it 
is doubtful the lack of rainfall 
will kill native species, a state 
forester said. 

“Trees build up an energy 
reserve. Through thousands of 
years of evolution they've 
learned to tolerate the drought 
in this area (which we have) 
normally every year,” Tom 
Seals, district state forester, 
said. “The energy is stored in 
a growth ring the trees put on 
every year like a layer of fat.” 

“However, introduced 
species like Colorado blue 
spruce and Douglas fir will 
suffer if you don't water and 
mulch them. They require cool 
moist soil and may not survive 
in the area's dry clay soil,” 
Seals said. 

In spite of the dryness, 


Sept. 11 figures from the 
Midwestern Climate Center 
show that rainfall has been 
“normal” in southwestern 
Illinois. “Normal” is 1.9 inches 
above, to 1.9 inches below, 
normal rainfall, which is three 
and one-fourth inches a month 
for July, August and 
September, according to the 
Center. 

Seals said it's difficult to 
predict how conditions this 
past summer will affect fall 
colors. 

“Nobody knows what's 
going to happen,” he said. “If 
we get any showers at all to 
delay the stress (that the trees 
have been going through 
because of the dry weather, 
there could be something like 
the usual color).” 

However, what Seals has 
been seeing lately indicates 
otherwise. 

«The sumacs just turn 
brown and drop off and the 
cottonwood and the box elder 
are also turning brown and 
dropping off. Usually the box 
elder changes color slowly, 
turning yellow then red, then 
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purple,” he said. 

Stewart Pequignot, who 
heads the Division of Forest 
Resources of the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources, predicted recently 
that all fall colors will likely 
appear earlier than usual. 

“If present (cooler) temper- | 
ature conditions and below- | 
normal rainfall continue for 
many areas of the state, 
leaves could turn a week or so 
ahead of schedule this year,” 
he said. “Northern Illinois fall 
colors usually appear around 
Oct. 1, with central Illinois in 
mid-October, and the southern 
part of the state near the end 
of the month. However, with 
current drought-like conditions 
in central and southern 
Illinois, colors may appear 
earlier than normal.” 

Another expert, Pete 
Skuba, Illinois forester, said in 
addition to being earlier, the 
colors in the leaves may not 
be so bright this year. The col- 
ors are caused by the green of 
the chlorophyll in the leaves 
receding as the days grow 
shorter causing the yellow 
carotenoid to show in gold, 
orange and yellow tints. 

The red in fall leaves comes 
from pigments called antho- 
cyanin, produced by the pres- 
ence of sunshine. The occur- 
rence of bright, sunny days 
could cause the two pigments 
to mix, resulting in bronze, 
deep orange and scarlet

IP rate cut helps 
consumers save 


Illinois Power residential 
customers have enjoyed a 
windfall from Illinois' Electric 
Deregulation Act. 

IP‘s residential customers 
saved approximately $80 mil- 
lion on their bills during the 
first full year of the 15 percent 
electric rate reduction that 
took effect Aug. 1, 1998. That 
represents average savings of 
about $150 for each of IP's 
522,500 residential electric 
customers. 

The rate reduction is a pro- 
vision of the deregulation law 
that will soon open the Illinois 
electric marketplace to com- 
petition. The 15 percent rate 
cut continues through May 
2002, at which time it increas- 
es to 20 percent. 

‘These reductions, which 
apply only for residential cus- 
tomers, are the largest in any 
state that has passed electric 
deregulation legislation, 
according to Jay Caspary, 
director of customer choice 
for Illinois Power. 

Many customers, like 
Gladys Cool of Staunton, have 
called or written letters to 
IP's Answer Center to express 
appreciation for the savings 
on their electric bills.

Keith Sanders, executive

They frequent 
Wild Country, a popular coun- 
try music club in Collinsville, 
at least twice a month. Along 
with playing at Riverport 
Amphitheater in St. Louis, 
they have also opened for 
Merle Haggard at Wild 
Country and Ricki Skaggs at 
the Busch Grand Nationals at 
Gateway International 
Speedway. 

Major said there has been 
one entertainment venue that 
has really put a strain on 
nightclubs and local country 
bands. 

"The casinos can bring in a 
national artist for thousands of 
dollars and plus they offer so 
many other things to its cus- 
tomers,” Major said. "Local 
bands find it hard to compete 
with the casinos.” 

Mike Garrett of Fairview 
Heights, drummer for Toast 
and Jam, said their music uses 
the same structure as many 
other bands, but their songs 
never sound the same way 
twice. 

With some jazz influence, 
they also have influences in 
rock 'n roll, alternative and 
funk sound. 

Toast and Jam plays at 313, 
East Main Street, Belleville, at 
least once a month. They have 
also played at Mississippi 
Nights and the old Cicero's in 
University City, Mo. Among 
other venues, they played in a 
few fundraisers with Dread 
Aid Productions to raise 
money for the Belleville 
Women's Crisis Center and a 
fellow musician, who lost all 
his belongings in an apartment 
fire. 


Garrett said the local music 
scene is easy to get into, its 
just up to the bands to et its 
foot in the door by playing at 
the same place once a week or 
once a month and getting their 
names in the paper for others 
to see. 

Dave Goodman, 
Collinsville, has been playing 
guitar with Ring Cicada for 
three years, The band began in 
the Chicago area, but later the 
band members moved back to 
Collinsville. 

Goodman classifies their 
music with a classic rock influ- 
ence, mixed with jazz and the 
blues, Goodman said the origin 
of their music has been from 
the music they listened to dur- 
ing high school.

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It’s lunchtime in 
Manhattan and Kevin Costner 
is on the menu. 

Knots of journalists mill 
about, waiting their turn to 
take a bite out of the star. His 
boyish charm can no longer 
satiate this post-”Waterworld,” 
post-"Postman” crowd. 

Costner, once a sacred cow, 
has become steak tartar. 

“{f you believe in yourself, 
you just have to walk forward. 
You're going to suffer the 
slings and arrows,” he said. “I 
just have to go forward.” 

Tucking his legs up onto a 
sofa, Costner exhales deeply. 
He is dressed sportily: white 
pants, pristine white sneakers 

and a white polo shirt under a 
sleeveless V-neck sweater. 

«]’m mixed up about some 
things in my life,” he contin- 
ues, “but I ain’t mixed up 
about how to approach my 
work, I’m just not. Maybe that 
rubs people wrong — the cer- 

tainty with which I come to 
something — because they’re 
not certain about anything.” 

This is a recurring theme 

for Costner, a filmmaker with 


an impossibly taut moral com- 


pass and a black-and-white 
view when it comes to the 
“art” of movies. 

“Kevin has great integrity 
as a man,” says actress Kelly 
Preston. “He’s ‘got strong con- 
victions. He’s like a good ol’ 
boy — he’s got very American 
down-home values.” 

Those values — plus, of 


course, his sun-kissed looks — 
helped catapult Costner into 
the oxygen-deprived heights of 
the Hollywood elite during the 
late 1980s. 

His string of hits — “No 
Way Out,” “The 
Untouchables,” “Bull 
Durham,” “Field of Dreams” 
— were so impressive that 
Costner was likened to Gary 
Cooper, a post modern throw- 
back to the stoic, struggling 
hero. By 1990, he could do 
what he wanted. And he did. 

Costner devoted the next 18 
months — and sank all his 
cash — into his directorial 
debut: a three-hour Western 
with subtitles in Lakota Sioux. 
People thought he’d gone nuts. 

“That movie was really 
beaten up before it ever came 
out,” he said. “Nobody ever 
wants to write about it in that 
way, but I remember reading 
just awful things about what I 
was maybe doing out in South 
Dakota.” 

He was quietly brewing up 
a blockbuster: “Dances With 
Wolves” earned 12 Academy 
Award nominations and won 
seven Oscars, including best 
picture and best direction 
awards. : 

More movies followed with 
Costner as star, including 
“Robin Hood: Prince of 
Thieves,” “JFK” and “The 
Bodyguard.” Costner was the 
third highest-paid entertainer 
in 1991-92 with a net worth of 
$71 million, according to 
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Forbes magazine. 

“Jt didn’t change me at all,” 
Costner said. “You have to 
pursue what you want because 
there’s a lot of noise out there 
to keep you from doing what it 
is you want to do.” 

“For Love of the Game” 
features Costner in what he 
admits is his most autobio- 
graphical film to date: the tale 
of an aging pitcher forced to 
face an emotional and physical 
crossroads. 

When he looks back at his 
own past - his breakneck rise, 
precipitous descent and criti- 
cal whupping . Costner sounds 
a lot like another of his char- 
acters: Tin Cup, the golfer 
who hits the same risky shot 
over and over simply on prin- 
ciple. 

“You know, movies have 
been marked through time as 
being dismissed and then find- 
ing their way back into a psy- 
che. Whether that movie does 
or not is not important. I’m 
comfortable with what hap-

pened,” Costner said. 

“There are people I can look 
at and I can say, “Is my aim 
true?’ And they'll go, “Yeah.’ 
Then why is this happening? 
They go, “It’s a funny world, 
Key.’ It’s like the nail that 
stands up ‘has to get knocked 
down. You have a bad habit of 
standing up,” he said. “There

unusual ways that have 
changed, that have tried to 
reinvent themselves. I haven’t 
done that. 

“T’ve had life-altering expe- 
riences - be it divorce or some- 
thing . but I haven't changed. 
I’ve gotten smarter - about the 
way I feel about movies, But 
about what J think is right and 
wrong? No, I haven’t 
changed.” 
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
